STEEL RAIL 
INSPECTION. 


A most interesting and extremely important report 


has just been made to the interstate commerce com- 
mission by S. H. Belnap, chief inspector for that 
body. "The danger zone has been reached," he de- 
clares, "if steel rails as at present manufactured are 
to be used for heavy high 
speed trains." 
He 


cites the case of a recent disastrous wreck in which 
many lives were lost where it was found that a "fun- 
damentally defective rail" was the cause of the ac- 
cident. 
The rail was "broken into seventeen pieces 


and contained a number of slag splints." These de- 
fects could not be detected by chance, the inspector 
asserts, but he says further on in his report the rail- 
road qn which this wreck occurred "was cognizant of 
the ,fact that there were defective rails in the service 
of the character of the rail herein questioned, as evi- 


• 
denced by a letter of instructions to subordinates." 


A scientific investigation of rails with a view to pre- 


venting accidents of the sort, which are increasing 
constantly, is urged by the inspector. Certainly some- 
thing of the kind has become necessary. Wrecks due 
to derailments of which the primary cause is defective 
rails are woefully common. They usually involve the 
he»vy high speed trains when they are thundering 
along, at forty to sixty miles an hour, a circumstance 
that makes 
appalling 
disaster 
almost 
inevitable. 


Scarcely a day passes in which is chronicled a wreck 


''-•free from the detail of "due to a defective rail." 


It can hardly be disputed that inspection by author- 


ity is necessary. The government inspects boilers 01 
steamboats and locomotives engaged in interstate com- 
.merce with a view to preventing accidents and con- 
serving human life. 
It inspects beef and other food 


products and medicines and drugs to the same end. 
The railways, which annually transport hundreds of 
millions of passengers, are permitted to dash their 
heavy high speed trains over rails for the soundness 


of which the word of the manufacturers i is taken. 
Whatever inspection there is, if there is any, is wholly 
perfunctpry and inadequate. Railrnakers should not 
be allowed to jeopardize human life by selling or the 
railroads to jeopardize human life by purchasing anc 
laying rails that "'break into seventeen pieces" by the 
terrific impact of wheels, or which disclose "many 
slag splints" or "transverse fissures which could no 


: 
be detected by chance."

the remedy, 'according to Dr. Woods. 


Through the provisions of the 'statut' 


"several deaths have occurred because 
the disease was carried into'families by 
children who had been excluded 
from 


school. They showed no clinical-infec- 
tion, but still they carried the infection. 
All members of the family, sometimes 
even the mother, have contracted 
the 


disease in several such cases." 


The educational campaign should em- 


phasize prevention of the disease and 
prevention of its transmission even .more 
than the use of antitoxin in its cure, Dr. 
Woods believes. 


'The unrecognizable case of diphtheria 


is the one we should fear most," he-said 
"It is not for the child that has the mild 
form of the disease that we fear most, 
but for the child that may contract a 
malignant form of the malady from the 
mildly sick young person."
